Federal Agent Goes Over See- 
retary’s Records; Grain 
Quotations Drop. 


ACTION LONG DEFERRED. 


Federal investigation of the Chicago board 
of trade, particularly the operations of such 
firms as the Armour Grain company and A. 
J. Lichtstern & Co., was started yesterday. 

While an agent of the department of justice 
assigned here from Washington was going 
over the records of the board in the secre- 
tary’s offices prices of wheat on the exchange 
dropped sharply.

On the theory that the board 
is a quasi-public institution, permission was 
granted. 

Subsequently George F. Stone, secretary 
of the board. presumably brtause of the 
pledge of secret, refused to say a federal 
agent had been to see him. The government 
agent's visit was disclored by others in close 
touch with the board’s affairs.

4 surprise was sprung yesterday on the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company when 
the city administration made an unexpected 
move in the controversy over gas rates fixed 
by the council in July. 

The dt did not, as expected, nie an answer | 
to the company’s petition for a review, made 
of record more than three months ago. 

Instead, the municipal lawyers declared 
that proceeding a mere nullity " and fled 
a new, distinct, and separate d in chancery. 
This represents the city as a gas consumer. 
tt asks that the corporation ve restrained 
from charging for its product more than the 
prices established by the July ordinance. 

The-step was a surprise to attorneys other 
than those representing the gas company 
It raised a number of questions. Many law- 
rere asked why the city began an entirely 
new proceeding. Through its law depart- 
ment it was a party to a case already before 
the courts. It had moved for and been grant- 
ed a temporary injunction establishing a 
compromise rate pending anal adjudication 
of the case. 


New Judge to Hear Case. 

The company's petition for a review was 
received by Judge John Gibbons, sitting in 
the Circuit court; and the city's bill will be 
presented before Judge Kickham Scanlan 
in the same court this morning. The latter, 
however, will sit in chancery, as the city’s 
pleading is a bill in equity. Judge Gibbons 
now is assigned to the criminal branch of 
the Circuit court. 

It has been asserted that Judge Gibbons 
did not intend to hear the company's case 
Following vacation, and the only arguments 
before him were upon the form of the petition,

“The bill refers to the company's claim 
that it bas an investment lu etocks and boncs 
of something over $75,000,000, but the bill 
alleges that the outstanding stocks and bonds 
in no way represent the present value of the 
company's property devoted to the public use 
in the city, and that a large amount of the 
stocks and bonds are issued wholly without 
consideration and some of them for an in- 
aGequate consideration. 

The consolidation of the arme gat com- 
panies during and after the year 1897 are 
dealt with, and it is then alleged the stocks, 
bonds, and moneys issued and palQ were 
grossly in excess of the then aggregate fair 
eash value of the property of the merged 
companies. It ie alleged the overissue of 
stocks and bonds without consideration or 
for an tnadequate consideration was against 
the public policy of this state and designed 
to and did defraud consumers of gas by 
making it appear that the company’s invest- 
ment was much larger than its actual invest- 
ment. 


Says “Overicsues” Are Void. 

“It is also alleged such stocks ud bonds 
£0 Overissued are absolutely void and cannot 
be lawfully considered in determinng wha! 
are just and reatonable maximum rates fo: 
gas. The bill charges that the present value 
of the company's property devoted to public 
use is not in excess of $45.000,000, Instead of 
$70,000,000 claimed by the company. 

The bill complains of the purchase by the 
company from the Northwestern Gaslight 
and Coke company of more than 1 000,000.000 
cubic feet annually at excessive charges and 
that the Northwestern compan is controlled 
by the Peoples company or 801. e of Its stock- 
holders. 

“The bill attacks the leases made by the 
company of the plants of the Ogden Gas com- 
pany and the Universal company on the 
basis that the rentals paid by the Peoples 
company are vastly in excess of the fair 
rehtale of said property. It is alleged that 
at the time of the making of said leases those 
persons controlled @ large portion of the 
stock of the Peoples company and that the 
making of eaid ‘eases inflated the operating 
expenses of the Peoples company. 


Calls Salaries Exorbitant. 

„The bill compiains of the payment by the 
compgny of exorbitant salaries to many of its 
officers, attorneys, and employés whereby 
the operating expenses were unlawfully and 
unduly increased. 

„One paragraph complains of. the owner- 
ship by the company of many tracts of land, 
buildings ete., not devoted to the manufac- 
ture, sale, end distribution of gas in Chicago, 
and that said property is held for speculative 
purposes and maintained at a loss.

Then I placed the two officers there, 
but I have not arrested her. 

“We have nothing to indicate that Bisso- 
nette died from poisoning. In the deaths 
of her busbands and others of her family 
she could not have obtained more than 4 
few thousand dollars.” 

It was learned that after sending his de- 
tectives to her home, Capt. Harding tele- 
phoned to Inspector Wheeler: “I have 
pinched her. 


Organs Indicate Poison. 

Dr. Joseph Springer declared laet night 
that in his examination of the organs found 
in Bisonette’s body all but the Ver and 
intestines were in good condition The 
liver, according to the coroner's physician, 
bad u greenish tint which might have been 
caused. he said, by drink or polson, es- 
pecially arsenic. 

At the Twenty-cecond street station it 
was learned that Bisonette was not a drink- 
ing man. 

Coroner Hoffman during the day paid a 
visit to Mrs. Vermilya’s house and made an 
examination there. Among other things 
he discovered nine bottles of medicine. These 
he took to his own office. They will be 
analyzed by county chemists.

‘Albert Corbett Makes Plaintive 
Request from Marble Slab. 


SKULL BADLY FRACTURED. 


Physicians Perform Apparently Unsue- 
cessful Operation; He’ll Live. 


After being laid away as dead following an 
operation for fractured skull, Albert Corbett 
moved nervously on a slab in the county 
hospital and said gently to a startled nurse: 
| “Gimme my pants; I'm chilly and went to 
go home to my wife} she can take care ot me 
better than anybody.” 

The nurse screamed and fied. Other at- 
tendants came running. 

Corbett didn't get his trousers nor could he 
go bome, but be refused to be classed as 
dead and calmly told Dr. Daniel P. Teter, 
assistant warden, that he was not going to 
die. Upon hearing Corbett’s determined 
words and making a reéxamination Dr. Teter 
agreed with his patient. 

By coming back to life Corbett marked 
the end of a “ hoodoo’ hat Dr. Talbot, one 
of the internes, is positive has been hanging 
over his every operation. His last three 
patients, all considered in hopeless condition, 
had died on the operating able. None had 
chance for life, anyway, the surgeons agreed, 
but Dr. Talbot insisted a “ hoodoo” was 
gripping him. 


Operation Seems Unsuccessful, 

So yesterday, when Corbett was brought in. 
Dr. Talbot appealed to Assistant Warden 
Teter to do the operating. Corbett’s skull 
had been cracked and bones shoved far down 
into the brain, reducing his chance of life to 
one in a million. Dr. Teter decided, however, 
to do everything within his surgical power 

to save the wounded man. The entire left 
helf of Corbett’s scalp was lfted off, one 
piece of bone three inches long dug from the 
brain, two other smaller bones picked out, 
clots removed, the skull elevated to its norma! 
position, and the scalp replaced. 

When the influetice of ether had subsided 
and it was time for Corbett to revive there 
was no sign of life. Apparently; he had 
stopped breathing. There was no perceptible 
pulse beat, and the physicians agreed the 
patient was dead. They had considered his 
case hopeless from the first and, therefore, 
were not surprised to find, as they had 
thought, that he could not survive. 


Place “Dead Man” on Slab. 

So Corbett was rolled off to the dead room, 
placed on a death slab, @ @ ws name re- 
moved from the list of the uving. Half an 
hour later the discovery was made that Cor- 
dett had life in him and refused to stop 
breathing or to leave this planet for some 
unknown region. 

* You're a lucky man.“ Dr. Teter told him. 
With one chance in a million you've won «a 
fight against death.“ 

Thank you, Doc,” replied Corbett in a 
clear voice. “I never did think of dying. 
Too much to live for, Doc.“ 

A little later Corbett’s wife was at his bed- 
side. She had been notified at their home at 
1160 West Fifty-<fifth street. Corbett, who is 
89 years old and a mechanic, does not know 
how he was wounded. He says he was in a 
saloon at Fifty-third and Lake streets and 
got in a quarrel. That was the last he re- 
membered until he woke up in the hospital 
and missed his trousers.

NOVEMBER BRINGS COLD WINDS. 


Indian, Summer Departs and Bleak

LOOP TO BE ABOLISHED, 


Project Calls for Nearly Four Miles 
of Tunnels; Follow The 
Tribune's“ Suggestions. 


| The. subway commission a ted by 
Mayor Harrison three months ago reported 
yesterday to the transportation commit- 


tee of the city council, presenting a plan for 


underground transportation in the downtown 
district as outlined in Tun Tripune ten days 
ago. ; 

The preliminary plan is in effect the joining 
of the South Side Elevated railroad with the 
Chicago and Oak Park Elevated in 
* gouth-northwest subway,” and the join'ng 
of the Northwestern with the Metropolitan 
L“ in the north-southwest subway.” 

The plan creates a total of 3.857 miles of 
tunnel, with estimated cost of construction, 
protection and allowance of $9,812,000. It 
will add 60 per cent to present capacity. The 
report includes plans for subways for through 
route surface cars from the south to the 
northwest side, and from the north to the 
southwest, creating 3.892 miles of tunnel at a 
cost of $9,328,000. This pian is caled of 
secondary importance, but will add 70 per 
cent to.present capacity. 


Plan for City’s Growth. 

The routes outlined, the commission re- 
ports. will form links for subway systems on 
a much larger scale that may be decided on. 
Rough plans for numerous routes covering 
over 100 miles of tunnel are suggested, but 
carry no estimates. The commission says 
the. plans submitted with estimates, if car- 
ried out, should provide transportation fa: - 
ties which wil] de adequate for many years, 
and deprecates laying out further systems 
at the present time. 

The plans make clear one point—that the 
commission advocates the demolition of the 
union loop. Not a stick nor rail of the ele- 
vated structure will appear south of tleriver 
and north of Twelfth street. At both points 


emerge in Desplaines street. 


Points Advantages of Plan. 

The commission declares the project is a 
sane and feasible construction, with a high 
level easily accessible, and easily ventilated; 
it allows through -routing; it has no grade 
crossings, no switches. no turnouts, few 
curves, and easy grades; a minimum of pri- 
vate property required; cost within limita- 
tions and lowest consistent with safety; capa- 
ble of unlimited expansion. 

In its investigation the commission, which 
is made up of City Engineer John Ericson 
chairman; James J. Reynolds. and E. C. 
Shankland, has studied conditions in the New 
Tork. Boston and Philadelphia subways and 
has tried to avoid the troubles of the eastern 
systems.

An alternative suggests 
the use of the Van Buren street bore. 

The south-northwest route, beginning at 
Sixteenth street, runs under the railroad 
yards into Dearborn street, north to Wash- 
ington. and west through the present bore, 
emerging at Clinton street. 


Voices Subway Opposition. 

At the weekly luncheon of the Cook county 
real estate board at the Hotel La Salle yes- 
terday Benjamin Levering voiced the out- 
side opposition to subway construction with 
the declaration that it would simply intensify 
and perpetuate present congested conditions 
in the loop district without any compensating 
benefits. He declared that the congestion 
was largely due to the Chicago river and 
the elevated loop, and said that the river 
should be closed, as navigation upon ‘ft was 
practically restricted to a few barges carry- 
ing coal and lumber, and that the bridges 
as now operated resulted in continual] and 
costly delays to thousands of people seeking 
the downtown district. 

He declared there was no good reason for 
Chicago’s congested business center, which 
resulted in enormously high lard values there 
and correspondingly low values and generai- 
ly provincial conditions outside. He main- 
tained that in no other of the great cities 
of the world were there such conditions.

Pianist Offers Many 
Novelties in Recital. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


AST evening in Music hall Harold Henry, 
one of the more prominent of the young- 
er generation of resident pianists, was 
heard in a program that had many 
new and unfamiliar compositions to 

recommend it to the attention of the pro- 
greusive element among the music lovers. 
That its appeal was was evidenced by 
the large audience in attendance, but it is 
impossible to claim for some of the newer 
works presented the same measure of inter- 
est and attention that was accorded some of 
the compositions that time has more firmly 
established in the regard of the public. Thus 
it happened that Ravel, y, and Chevil- 
lard e less of an impression than Liszt, 
MacDowell, Chopin, and Brahms, a circum- 
stance for which the pianist was in a large. 
measure responsible, 

In their efforts to expand the idiom of the 
are and to enrich it by a variety of effecta de- 
signated to accomplish tonal symbols of phases 
of feeling and sensibility more intimate and 
Ulustve than any that the art has hitherto 
explored, these composers employ notation to 
indicate certain new acoustic possibilities of 
the plano. Mr. Henry made the mistake of 
interpreting them too literally. Where the 
composer indicated one of those evanescent, 
cloudlike effects that result from the blinding 
of many dissonances, he too frequently read 
only the notes and presented them with étude- 
like accuracy. Thus it happened that Ravel's 
fmaginative “Valley of the Bells” and De- 
bussy’s “What the West Wind Saw” were 
robbed of their atmosphere. Chevillard’s 
“Etude Chromatique,” which falle more into 
the direct idiom of César Franck, came to 
completer revealment and the positive mo- 
ments of the Brahms G minor rhapsodie and 
intermezzo Op. 114 No. 4 were set forth with 
clarity and authority. 

— 

Thus Mr. Henry is able to turn his limita- 
tions into advantages, Given a concise’ and defi- 
nite musical idea, he can present it with a 
wealth and variéty of tonal beauty and with 
a technical mastery that makes light of all 
manner of difficulties. Therefore, he made 
Godowaky's transcription of the concert allegro 
by Scarlatti a glittering and scintillating bit 
of pianism and discovered in the simple melo- 
dies and t technical climaxes of the Liszt 
“Valee d’'Obermann” not only opportunities for 
effective display of mechanics but a message 
of dramatic significance and poetic beauty as 
well. On the other hand, the MacDowell “ Kel- 
tie” sonata, with its often broad and not 
Clearly defined melodic line, fell short of that 
measure of eloquence which-it has developed 
in former hearings by reason of Mr. Henry's 
lack of the power to illuminate the contour of 
each phrase with the translucent glow of feeling 
that apportions contrast of light and shade and 
rhythmic ebb and flow. 

This shortcoming defines Mr. Henrys most 
serious ‘musical limitation at present. Plan- 
istically he is splendidly .equipped. One may 
justly ascribe to him all the mechanical attrib- 
utes, of the virtuoso, But he has not yet 
learned to look upon his instrument es the 
source of innumerable acoustic effects. It ts 
still to him a machine for the reproduction of 
many notes which not infrequently join them- 
selves into copnected musical ideag that may 
sing the joys and sorrows of the human heart 
in a thousand voices. 

The audience received Mr. Henry with many 
expressions of approval. After the Chopin 
“Tarantella” he was Obliged to add an encore 
selecting, somewhat unwisely, the first of that 
master’s nocturnes, At the conclusion of the 
program a second additional number was de- 
manded, and the recital giver responded with 
an admirable reading of the second Sonnet de 
Petrarcha by Liast.

Fish Fare —-III. 


T ie not always the fault of the cook that 
@ particular fish is not as sweet and dainty 
as expected. although a good cook can make 
something quite acceptable with a poor fish. 

Men whe camp and fish know this food 
to perfection, therefore it will not be uninter- 
esting, perhaps, to quote tom Mr. Horace Kep- 
hart, who is an expert in out of door and camp 
cookery and in the utilizing of local supplies. 

He says:: “Fish of the same species vary a 
great deal in quality acoording to the water 
in which they are caught. A bi&ck bass taken 
from one of the overflow lakes of the Missis- 
sippi bears no comparison with its brother from 
a swift, clear, spring fed Ozark water. 

“When it ia necessary to eat fish caught in 
muddy streams, rub a little salt down the back- 
bene, lay them in strong brine for a couple of 
hours before cooking,” and serve with butter or 
white or lemon sauc® 

In frying fish the camper always excels.

Papal Delegate Issues Valedictory 
in Washington.

Churchman Soon to Be Cardmal Leaves 
November 14, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 81.—Mgr. Falconio, 


who will soon be elevated to the cardinalate | 


and who ho in anticipation of giving up his post 
here as apostolic delegate today issued a 
valedictory to the bishops and archbishops 
of the Catholic church in the United States, 
has completed arrangements for his depart- 
ure for Rome. 

He will leave Washington on Nov. 12 and 
on Nov. 14 will sail from New York on the 
Kronprinzessin Cecilie. He will go directly 
to Rome and expects to arrive there a few 
days before the consistory on Nov. 27. 

By a letter of the 18th instant,” an- 
nounced the delegate, “‘ his eminence, Cardi- 
nal Merry del Val informs me that hie holl- 
ness, Pope Pius X., will be pleaged te promote 
me to the high dignity of the cardinalate on 
the occasion of the next consistory, which 
will take place on the 27th of November.”

Falconio, saying tha: “ my elevation 
to the cardinalate will mark the end of my 
mission as apostolic delegate to the United 
States,” expressed his highest appreciation 
of all the kindnesses shown him by the peo- 
ple of the United States during his tenure 
of office as representative of the pontiff.

LABOR AND SONG. 
HE reward of labor is not its mere 
wage. ‘While the body is working 
to earn bread, the spirit is seeking to 
join hands with everything that 16 
great and noble in life. It this 
seeking is satisfied, work becomes a glori- 


_ ous fulfillment, developing body and mind 
and spurring. us on to greater achieve- 


ments and better manhood. 

Song is the wyniversal spirit hand, 
stretched out by man since his earliest 
-begimnings, by means of which he at- 


being spiritualized, the eye 
sparkles, the face loses its listlessness, the 
circulation is toned up, the movements 
become rhythmical, the entire human ma- 
chine is singing with creative energy. 
The hardy peasant folk in Buropean 
countries always sing while at work; in 
some countries, the soldiers on the march 
are encouraged to sing. Before the age of 
giant industrial establishments one could 
hear the tailor, the carpenter, and the 
shoemaker singing at their work, also the 
butcher, baker, and fee Maker. 


So long as man ayers song with his 
work, his work will be satisfactory and 
his existence happy. A dissatisfied; III 
| fed, sickly laborer does sing, nor is his 

Work worth much. Won ia so moch a 
part of the life that we tune and hum and 
whistle unconsciously at the slightest op- 
portunity. 

Modern industrial conditions are deadly 
enemies to the spirit of song. Nothing 
but the monotonous hum of the machinery 
is heard. All else is grim silence. There 
are certain occupations that require the 
utmost attention and put a strain on the 
“system that makes any form of spiritual 
diversion impossible, 

In such cases, where the man is a tool 
of the machine, where any but the closest 
application may result in accident and 


Injury, a short recess of, say, ten minutes 


in the morning working period and one of 
equal length in the afternoon, would give 
the workers a chance to catch pp with 
their natural selves. Ten minutes in the 
open alr spent in song, in rest, or in pleas- 
ant conversation would improve the health 
of the worker, the quality of the man, and 
the quality and weeny of the work. 


In other Instances, in trades where 
labor and song can be coupled, it ought 
to be encouraged. By -unleashing the 
human spirit we can increase human 


. efficiency. Both employé and employer 


ean benefit by broadening the common 
human basis upon which they both stand. 

Wherever possible, choral societies ought 
to be organized; wherever possible, work 
and song ought to go hand in hand.

It te 
somewhat safer, It is a better summer food than 
a winter food, since it is somewhat low in fats.

They 
are caused by too great pressure In the veins m- 
volved, or by the weakening of thin walls They 
are brought on by a weak circulation, interference 
with the return flow by tumors, overloaded bowels, 
long standing. constant exposure to dampness, 
overstrain, etc. Removal of the cause is the first 
step im the treatment.

Sir Harry Verney is strictly speaking a 
member of the Calvert family, which played 
So Important a role on this side of the Atlan- 
tic in old colonial Gays, and is indebted for the 
name and arms of the Verneys to the terms 
of the will by which the Verneys bequeathed 
their estate to the Calverts. In fact, Sir Har- 
ry cannot claim descent, even in the female 
line, from King Charles’ standard bearer. 
at the battle of Edgehill. The son of this 
standard bearer was created a baronet by 
Charles II immediately after the restoration. 
His son, Sir John Verney, was raised tothe 
peerage as Viscount Fermanagh, and his son 
was advanced to the earldom of Verney. 

The second Earl of Verney died without 
issue, his honors becoming extinct, while 
Claydon house and the other estates in Buck- 
inghamshire went to his niece, a daughter of 
an elder brother who had predeceased him. 
She too died without issue, bequeathing che. 
estates to her half-sister, Catherine Calvert, 
who, also dying without issue, left the Ver- 
ney estates to her cousin, Sir Harry Calvert,

not for the fact that it cost Sir Bdmund and 
his son, the present Sir Harry Verney, a 
fortune of several million dollars. The late 
Sir Edmund in 1891 was expelled from the 
house of commons, was dismissed from the 
royal navy, in which he held the rank of cap- 
tain, forfeited all the medals which he had 
won in the Crimean war arid in the Indian 
mutiny, and underwent a sentence of two 
years imprisonment with hard labor on con- 
viction for a crime in which a girl under age 
was concerned. 

Sir Edmund had, up to that time, been des- 
ignated as the heir of the large fortune of

WILL USE SANITARY DISTRICT 
POWER. 

Chicago, Oct. 14—[To the Friend of 
the People. I—I note in this morning's 
paper that the Chicago tuberculosis hos- 
pital intends to build a power plant. is 
not this a waste of the people’s money 
when the sanitary district transmission 
line runs 0 close to the location of the 
hospital ? 

R. McC. 


Your correspondent is quite right in as- 
suming that the municipal tuberculosis\sani- 
tarium would find it more economic to util- 
ize the power of the sanitary district. That 
is exactly what we propose to do, and ar- 
rangements have already been made with the 
sanitary district to furnish us with electric 
current for lighting and power at a rate 
very favorable to the city. 

This, however, does not do away with the 
necessity of a building to house the ma- 
chinery required to utilize this power as 
well as to contain other important equipment 
for the service of a large institution designed 
to house 500 patients. The building desig- 
nated as the power house in our plans is 
an L' shaped structure, containing heat- 
ing plant, boilers, pumps. garbage crema- 
tory, refrigerating plant, 65,000 gallon water 
tower for reserve supply and fire protection, 
a thoroughty equipped modern laundry with 
recelving room, sterilizer, washing and dry- 
ing room, troning room. sorting and delivery 
room, as well as sleeping and ving rooms 
for thirty male employés on the second floor 
over the laundry portion. 

The building will be connected with all of 
the other main bulidings of the plant by a 
service tunnel carrying feed pipes for hot 
and cold water, steam service pipes for heat- 
ing and other purposes, return pipes, re- 
frigerating pipes, mains for water supply, 
electric conduits, gas mains, etc. The tunnel 
will also serve as a means of intercommun!i- 
cation between buildings.
